REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
amendments submitted 1/6/2010 overcome the rejections made under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
1st paragraph. 

The prior art does not teach or suggest a process wherein a spent carbon dioxide 
sorbent is subjected to a cycle of carbonation before being recycled bacl< into the main 
sorbing process to increase the sorption capacity for reasons best discussed in 
applicant remarks filed on 1/22/2009. Although prior art on record do discuss the cyclic 
carbonation and calcination of alkaline earth metal oxide sorbents, they refer to the 
general process of sorbing carbon dioxide (e.g. removing carbon dioxide from an 
exhaust stream), and do not refer to substeps in the reactivation of said sorbents as 
required in the instant claims. Newly cited reference Fan, et al. (US 6,309,996) is the 
closest prior art, teaching the carbonation of sulfur dioxide sorbents in aqueous solution 
as a method for increasing the sorbing capacity. However, there is no teaching or 
suggestion on record to motivation one of ordinary skill in the art to apply this to carbon 
dioxide sorbents, as it would not be apparent to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
reactivate a carbon dioxide sorbent with carbon dioxide. Fan '996 also does not teach 
or suggest carbonation at a high temperature or "shocking" the sorbent with a high 
concentration carbon dioxide stream.
